On  5 Aug'ost  195i;j  Special  Agent  FISHER  interviewed  It, 
flglBMHl:  at  his  residence*  advised  that  he 

sighted  an  object  in  the  sky  at  1717  hcjrs,  2 August  195^j 
which  ap ^reared  to  be  southwest  of  Lorain,  Ohio,  At  the 
point  of  sight,  advised  that  he  was  at  the  in- 

ter section  of  State  Route  25ii  and  Lover  Center  Scad,  Test- 
lake,  Onio.  The  object  s?; peered  to  be  the  size  of  approxi- 
::nately  fifty  (50)  seconds  of  an  arc  in  diameter  or  about  the 
size  of  a shirt  button.  iMMHHkl  stated  that  the  shape  of 
the  obj  ect  '.'ras  some’ffhat  elliptical  and  appeared  tc  be  vajry 
brir^it,  like  hij^ly  polished  metal.  There  was  no  im/idence 
of  chromatic  dispersions  and  the  object  was  very  clear  in 
appearance,  mth  no  distortion  •'iilMMHMMBPsta ted  that  the 
object  vss  at  an  altitude  of  approximately  5»CCX)  feet  and 
see  tried  to  be  hovering.  He  stated  that  he  saw  the  object 
in  this  position  for  five  (5)  to  eight  (6)  seccnds,  ?/hen

Tae  object's 
location  from  iiWHMIPs  point  of  vision  yias  at  a heading 
of  260  degrees. 


Mr . stated  that  he  has  never  sighted  any  ob- 

ject in  the  sky  that  he  could  not  satisfy  himself  with  its 
identity.  He  stated  that  he  is  an  amateur  astronomer  and 
is  a member  of  the  Cleveland  Astroncmical  Society.  He 
advised  that  he  believes  he  has  knowledge  of  what  heavenly 
phsiomena  are  and  that  this,  in  his  opinion,  was  not  con- 
nected with  any  heavenly  phenomena. 


^P||||||H|i^  advised  that  he  was  a member  of  the  Air  Force 
from  L'ov ember  19i|2  to  Hovaaber  19^44- j that  he  flew  as  a gunne 
on  a 5-17  aircraft  for  eighteen  (IS)  months,  completing  nine 
teen  (I9)  missions  ever  Germanj^j  that  he  had  never  been  in- 
jured as  a crew  mentoer  and  has  never  e:cperienced  fatigue  in 
any  way;  and  that  he  has  had  at  least  four  (U)  or  five  (5) 
courses  in  aircraft  identification*
